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OCCUPATIONS  OF  THE  PEOPLE 

The  records  of  Bulletin  I  of  this  series,  compiled  in  1906, 
were  made  for  each  person  employed  in  any  industrial  or  other  Records  of 
occupation  who  was  paid  salary,  wages  or  other  money  allow-  Waire-earn- 
ance  for  his.  or  her  service,  whether  employed  on  piece- work  or  '°gs. 
by  time,  in  a  factory  or  office,  at  home  or  elsewhere.     It  showed 
the  whole  number  by  sex  and  occupation  to  be  736,549  males 
and  186,042  females.     Of  this  number,  however,  only  661,485 
malesand  153,445  females  gave  to  the  enumerators  full  particulars 
of  earnings  and  time  employed.    The  average  of  their  earnings  in 
the  Census  year  was  $387.16  for  the  former  and  $181.98  for 
the  latter,  and  the  aggregate  for  both  sexes  at  regular  occupa- 
tion was  $284,028,985.     The  aggregate  service  was  equal  to 
661,658  years  of  one  man's  and  153,537  years  of  one  woman's 
time,   computed   on   the   average  of   yearly   time,  viz. :  10-53 
months  for.men  and  10-79  months  for  women. 

In  this  Bulletin  account  is  taken  of  the  occupations  of  the 
people  only,  irrespective  of  earnings  or  time  employed.  The  an(j  Bulletin 
number  is  1,615,431  malesand  250,698  females,  of  which  30,-XI> 
839  are  males  and  11,126  are  females  under  16  years  of  age. 
The  whole  number  of  15  years  and  under  65  years  in  the 
Dominion  for  the  same  year  was  1,652,990  males  and  1,560,- 
637  females,  which  denotes  that  nearly  all  the  male  and  about 
16  per  cent  of  the  female  population  have  been  enumerated  by 
occupations. 

The  tables  give  the  number  of  persons  recorded  in  the  Census  ' 

as  having  distinct   occupations,  which   are  grouped  by  classes  Occupations. 
and  kinds  of  occupations,   by  sex,  and  by  ages  over  and  under 
sixteen  years. 

The  classes  of  occupations  are  the  same  as  in  Bulletin  i, 
except  that  there  is  a  non-productive  class  specified  in  the  pres-  Classes  and 
ent  Bulletin,  which  naturally  could  notjind  a  place  in  the  ^pafions 
former.  These  comprise  57,251  male?  and  11,950  females, 
and  are  not  included  in  the  summary  tables  of  this  Introduction. 
In  another  particular  also  there  is  a  difference.  The  number  of 
occupations  specified  in  Bulletin  I  is  1,621 ;  but  by  combining 
the  minor  one3  the  number  in  this  Bulletin  has  been  reduced  to 
463,  viz.  :  Agriculture  21,  domestic  and  personal  33,  fisheries  2, 
forestry  9,  minufacturei  200,  mining  12,  miscellaneous  8,  non- 
productive 16,  professional  45  and  trade  and  transportation  117.

At  the  taking  of  the  Census  of  1901  there  were  in  Canada 
Farmers  and  471,833  farms  of  five  acres  and  over,  and  72,855  lots  of  less 
byoccupa-  than  five  acres.  Of  the  farms  there  were  18,331  with  5  to  10 
tlon-  acres,  81,243  with  11  to  50  acres,  156,778  with  51  to  100 acres, 

150,826  with  101  to  200  acres  and  64,655  with  201  acre3  and 
over;  and  of  the  lots  there  were  33,615  with  less  than  one  acre. 
It  is  almost  certain  that  many  of  those  holding  less  than  five 
acres  are  reported  for  some  other  occupation  than  that  of  the 
agricultural  class,  and  without  a  more  detailed  compilation 
than  has  been  made  the  number  of  farms  on  which  wage-earners 
were  employed  cannot  be  given  for  the  farms  of  various  areas. 
Besides,  there  are  apparent  discrepancies  in  the  various  statis- 
tics of  wage-earners  and  occupations  concerning  time  and  wages 
which  cannot  be  reconciled,  such  as  in  the  distinct  accounts 
given  by  farmers  and  farm  hands.     It  is  inevitable  indeed  that 
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difteroncos  must  exist  whorovcr  thore  aro  two  or  more  sources 
of  information  extending  to  many  thousands  of  porsons ;  bub 
reckoning  tlio  farmor  and  his  Bons  and  tho  hired  raon  employed, 
the  number  of  persons  in  the  agricultural  class  is  nearly 
accountod  for.  Farmers  and  ranchers  make  up  436,244, 
fanners'  sons  employed  aro  184,446  and  agricultural  labourers 
83,993,  being  a  total  of  704,683  at  occupations.  Tho  rest 
aro  dairymen,  gardeners,  herders,  apiarists,  fruit-growers, 
.threshers,  etc. 

Tho   domestic   and    personal  class,    the  fisheries   and   fishing 
class,  tho  forestry  and' lumbering  class  and  tho  mining  class  doDonic^ic, 
not  differ  widely  in  numbers  as  grouped  for  wage-earners  and  forestry,  min- 
for  persons  with  and  without  wages.     The  manufacturing  and  f^J^-"^ 
mechanical  class  aro  275,663  of  tho  former  and  389,873  of  tho  fe-jomjUnd 
latter,  and   in  each  case   about  18  per   cent  of  the  whole  are  transportation 
females.     In  the  professional  class  51,684  are  wage-earners  andolM8e8- 
94,639  aro  roportcd  as  with  and  without  wages,   which  implios 
that  42,955  aro  employed  on  their  own  account.     The  female 
wagocarnors    compriso  42-78  and    females   with   and    without 
wa"cs  41  por  cent  of  their  respective  classes  in  this  group.     In 
thcTtnulo  and  transportation  class  the  wagc-oarners  aro  157,834, 
•of  whom  13,829  or  8-76  per  cent  are  females;  and  those  with 
and  without  wages   are   23.4,236,  of   whom  17,774  or  7-6   per 
cent  aro  females. 

Tho  non-productive  class  are -chiefly  persons  who  have  retired 
from  employment,  but  who  are  classed  in  the  occupation  to  Non-produe- 
which  they  belonged.  They  are  all  in  the  class  of  porsons  with 
and  without  wages,  but  of  course  they  aro  all  non-wago-earners. 
The  whole  number  is  69,201,  of  whom  11,950  or  17-27  per  cent 
are  females. 

The  values  of  the.  earnings  of  men  and  women  employed  at 
all  classes  of  occupations  may  be  taken  as  practically  tho  same  ActuaHmd 
whether  they  are  working  for  specified  wages  or  on  their  own^^ 
account.     Assuming   therefore  as   a  basis   for  calculation  the  tbejarious 
average  value  of  the  labour  or  service  of   all  persons  who  are 
employed  on  wages  and  applying  it  to  all  persona  reported  for 
occupation,  the  amounts   for  persons   (1)  with  wages  and  (2) 
with  and  without  wages  will  be  as  shown  in  the  following  table 
for  males  and  females.

The  wages  or  earnings  of  persons  reported  for  all  occupations 
on  this  estimate  is  $544,408,234,  being  $501,071,756  for  males 
and  $43,336,478  for  females.  But  896,695  out  of  the  1,558,- 
180  males  and  85,303  out  of  the  238,748  females  reported  by 
occupations  are  employed  on  their  own  account,  and  the  total 
earnings  are  probably  larger  than  these  figures.

These  are  the  domestic  and 
personal,  the  miscellaneous,  the  professional  and  the  trade  and 
transportation  classes.  The  other  five  are  the  agricultural,  the 
fisheries  and  fishing,  the  forestry  and  lumbering,  the  manufac- 
turing and  mechanical  and  the  mining  classes.  They  are  pro- 
ducers, and  their  labours  are  visible  and  measurable  in  the 
world's  business.  Expressed  in  statistics  these  classes  embody 
capital,  earnings  and  products,  which  are  interdependent  and 
which  are  the  summation  of  what  is  most  tangible  in  the 
country's  affairs.
